He told police he- 
was sleeping on a couch in Ihe 
living room when the fire broke 
out. the two children were 
asleep in a middle bedroom and 
his common-law wife in a back 
bedroom, Greene told police. 


When he awoke and saw the

Greene 
told police he then broke out a 
window and crawled out trying 
unsuccessfully to open the door 
from the outside.

Yet several of the services — the 
Army, in particular — report continu­ 
ing recruitment shortfalls. Recruiters 
also report the percentage of high 
school graduates entering the services 
is falling. 
In addition, in order to make service 
life as attractive as possible, 60 per 
cent of the Pentagon’s budget now 
goes for personnel costs, leaving a 
shrinking budget for increasingly ex­ 
pensive hardware items. The latest 
figures from the reserve forces show 
strength 
down 
80,000 
from 
the 
authorized levels. 
If this is the record under what nor­ 
mally are considered ideal circum s­ 
tances, what will it be when domestic 
unemployment decreases significantly 
or if hostile action somewhere in the 
world threatens again? Reconstituting 
the draft even on a standby basis can­ 
not be accomplished overnight. Taking 
another look at the Stennis proposal 
nught be prudent.

WASHINGTON - Over the 
years I have watched new men 
come to W ashington in one 
capacity or another in govern­ 
ment. They arrive with fresh 
ideas. Their proposals are to the 
point, their words crisp. They 
are impatient with red tape and 
bureaucratic stalling. 


I talk to these sam e men a 
year or so later. They speak in 
bureaucratese. Their sentences 
are long and involved, their 
plans nebulous. They speak 
ponderously of long-term gains 
and the need for a slow pace in 
pushing for change. 


Some of these appointees 
come in rip snorting, shifting 
bureaucrats right and left. Soon 
they find to their sorrow that 
nothing is different. For the 
bureaucracy digs in and the 
next layer takes the place of the 
old. 


Some newcomers become dis­ 
couraged. These men usually 
end up resigning and going back 
home. 
Most newcomers, however, 
roll with the tide in the end. 
They 
become 
m ore 
like 
W ashingtonians 
than 
the 
W ashingtonians and more like 
bureaucrats 
than 
the 
bureaucrats themselves. 


They’re caught in a pattern of 
encirclem ent. 
When 
a 
new 
departm ent secretary and his 
assistants 
take 
over, 
the 
bureaucracy begins by shunting 
their way a host of privileges, 
conveniences and special treat­ 
ment. The newcomers find a 
variety of doors quietly opened 
for 
them selves 
and 
their 
families. They are sm othered 
with everything possible to 
build their egos, treated with 


deference. Overwhelmed. 
In stage two they’re briefed to 
the gills with endless sophis­ 
ticated, 
elaborate 
briefings, 
carefully designed to obfuscate 
anything the briefers and their 
supervisors don't want brought 
to light. 
The bureaucratic staffs follow 
through by making certain the 
newcomers are occupied with a 
myriad of details on everything 
imaginable. 
With all this, the tim e and 
energy the newcomers have left 
to deal with reorganization or 
with key agency problem s are 
minimal. They m ust perforce 
depend on the subordinates who 
have been there for years — the 
established bureaucracy.

required to drop all restrictive 
clauses — a requirem ent with 
which I agree educationally. But 
the local Afro-American Soc iety 
is racially exclusive 
Am erica has a tradition of 
wishing to judge each person as 
an individual, not as a m em ber 
of a category. I revere that 
tradition. But this does not 
mean that America is ethnically 
homogeneous, and our social 
life has always taken account of 
that, too.

BH Schools' HELP Program 
Brings Nationwide Inquiries

Benton Harbor Area schools have received more than 100 


inquiries from across the nation about the school system's new 
program aimed at raising reading levels of first graders by 
encouraging learning in the home. Project HELP (Home 
Education Learning Program), described as the first of its kind 
in the nation, involves 250 students in seven Benton Harbor 
schools and one Lake Michigan Catholic school. Gladys Burks, 
coordinator of compensatory programs for the Benton Harbor 
school system, said the requests for information, have come 
from New York, Montana, Missouri and Canada and other 


The project, which began this fall as a pilot program, at- 


tempts to encourage parents to help children learn from 
everyday things around tbe house, thus supplementing what 
children learn to school, and helping them to maintain a belter 
reading level. Benton Harbor Area schools held an open house 
Monday at the high school for the community to learn about the 
new program. Workshops are also being held today and 
tomorrow for teachers, parents and administrators to review 


the accomplishments of the program at its halfway point, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Burks. 


Heading the workshops will be Dorothy Rich, president of 


Home and School Institute in Washington O.C. which designed 
the new method. The Benton liar-bur pilot program gained at- 
tention in October when The New York Times praised the new - 
program as an example of "the new school of thought on 
parent-teacher projects" and "a logical extension of the back- 
to-basics movement." 


HELP uses lessons developed by first grade teachers from 


Benton Harbor and Lake Michigan Catholic schools for. parents 
to teach their children.

SJ Gets Street 
Widening Report 


The St. Joseph city commis­ 
sion last night received a report 
from the engineering firm of 
Consoer, Townsend and As­ 
sociates recommending that 
Lake boulevard be widened two 
feet from Main street north to 
Market street.

Man Pleads Guilty To Two 
Food Stamp Fraud Counts 


A Benton Harbor man pleaded guilty Monday to two charges of food stamp fraud and was 
sentenced to fine and costs of $310 and ordered to make restitution of $798 to the Bt>rrien 
county Department of Social Services. Sentenced was imposed by Fifth District Judge Ronald 
J. Taylor on Halbert Bell, 29. of 425 Territorial road. Bell pleaded guilty to two misdemeanor 
charges of misrepresenting the number of members in his household to obtain food stamps 
to which he was not entitled. He was sentenced to fine and costs of $155 on each charge and 
placed on one year probation. 
John N. Field, assistant prosecutor in charge of the welfare and support division of the 
prosecutor’s (rffice, said Bell collected $682 in food stamps for which he was not eligible 
between Oct. 8, 1974, and March 10, 1975. Field said Bell falsely claimed a woman and her 
three children were living with him. And between Jan. 16 and Jan. 31, 1976, Bell collected 
$116 more in food stamps than he was entitled to by again falsely reporting that a woman and 
her three children were living with him. Field said. 
Bell was originally charged with one felony count of welfare fraud over $5(M) and one 
misdemeanor charge of welfare fraud under $500. But as part of a plea bargain withe 
prosecutor’s office. Bell pleaded guilty to two misdemeanor charges,and the felony charge 
was dismissed. Field said. Bell was arrested Monday morning at his home by Wayne 
Groenendal, special investigator for the county prosecutor’s office, and Bi^nton Harbor p(»lice 
Det. Robert Massengale. Field credited Joan Wagner and Marie Nicholas, b<}th Department 
of Social Services employes, for assistance in the investigation. He added that the arrest was 
"the beginning of further food stamp fraud prosecutions.” Field said he expects further 
arrests to be made in the next few months.

RENEWED INTEREST IN REFURBISHING DOLLS 


Doll Doctors Seeing More Patients

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


renewed interest in 
refur- 


bishing dolls — both for sen- 
timental reasons and for an- 
tique collections — is bringing 
more patients to a small, and 
until 
recently diminishing, 


group of "doll hospitals." 


Doll doctors — "Dolls get 


sick, too, just like people," one 
of them observed — aren't new, 
but they have been making a 
comeback in the past few years 


because of the trend toward 
nostalgia. 


"I'm just inundated," said 


Betty Kilgore, 50, who operates 
Betty's Doll Shop and Hospital 
in suburban Huntington Park. 
Most ot the year her shop is 
open five days a week, but dur- 
ing the recent holiday season 
she stayed open three days to 
have the rest of the time to work 
on dolls slated to be given as 
gifts. 


One of the youngest local doll 


surgeons, Ingrid Knudson, 28, 


said the busiest time in her 
Long Beach shop, Ingrid's 
House of Arts and Crafts, is 
after the holidays. 


"People go to visit their Aunt 


Harriet for Christmas and she 
gives them a doll she got from 
her grandmother. And the next 
week they're in here asking me 
to restore it," the former art 
student said. 


The type of doctoring the dolls 


need ranges from replacing 
lorn-off limbs to transplanting 
hair. One wooden doll even had

$125,000 FOR FACULTY

The Lake Michigan college 
board of trustees last night 
approviKl up to $125,000 in pay 
hikes for full-time teaching and 
administrative faculty for the 
1977-78 scho(»l year. 
LMC President Jam es Leh­ 
man recommended the figure to 
the board, and noted it is the 
maximum amount that could be 
spent, 
although 
the 
actual 
salary increases could total less. 
He .said those eligible for the 
increases include 58 teaching 
personnel and 22 administrative 
and staff pwple, including 
paraprofessionals. Last year the 
college spent $220,Ü(H) in pay 
raises for teachers, administra­ 
tors, and secretaries, Lehman 
reported. 
He nott*d the $22(i,(MH) did not 
include maintenance employes. 
Lehman said it cannot yet be 
determined what the percentage 
of increase wiÙ be until in­ 
dividual contracts are negotiat­ 
ed, but said it should be around 
the 
national 
cost-of-living 
increase of five per cent plus an 
improvement 
factor on 
in­ 
dividual basis. 
The 
board’s 
resolution 
approving the $125,000 ceiling 
figure 
gives 
Lehman 
the 
authority to distribute the pay 
increases on the basis of in­ 
dividual discussions with per­ 
sonnel, a concept previously not 
tried at LMC. 
Lehman told the board the 
new concept is an attempt to 
personalize negotiations. “ We 
see a general trend, which we 
feel is unhealthy for the profes­ 
sion, towards centralization in 
negotiating, using professionals 
to conduct the negotiations,” 
Lehman told trustees.

The 
pntfMisal lost in NovembiT in all governmental units exct*pt the 
city of Bangor. 
The propostHl building program has been designed to upgrade 


and enlarge the hospital’s emergency, out-patient and 
therap€*utic facilities. The number of patient beds would be 
reduced from 90 to 82 The financing plan for the project 
includes the use of approximately $453,000 in accumulated hos­ 
pital reserves, assessing the one-mill over a three-year period 
and committing four-tenths of a mill that is currently being 
assessed for 25 years to the project. The mill is expected to 
generate $I37,IMM) a year based on the authority’s current 
property valuation.

River Valley Gets

THREE OAKS - Some 100 
River Valley school district 
residents were told last night 
that it would take an estimated 
$2,163,000 
to

renovate the district’s two 50- 
year-old middle schools at New 
Troy and Three Oaks. 


The figure was contained in a 
study made of the two buildings 
by Kingseott Associates Inc., 
Kalamazoo 
architectural-en­ 
gineering consultants. 


Brooks 
Godfrey, 
a 
vice 
president of Kingseott, outlined 
the study results at last night’s 
public hearing. 


The study had been ordered 
by the River Valley school board 
after residents voted last Sep­ 
tember to reject a proposed 
$3,550,000 bond issue which 
would have raised funds to build 
a new central middle school 
near the high school. A similar 
proposal was also defeated a 
year earlier. 


The study was undertaken to 
determine the safety of the two 
buildings. 


Godfrey said the study covers 
the two building’s relation to 
fire, safety, health, physically 
handicapped individuals and 
energy conservation codes. 


The total cost to renovate both 
buildings was arrived at on the 
assumption that the buildings 
would be expected to last 50 
years. 


Total cost of renovations, plus 
a new gymnasium at Three 
Oaks was set at $1,140,000. At 
New Troy, renovations plus a 
gym were set at $1,023,000. 


Total square footage at Three 
Oaks would be increased from 
34,600 to 41,800 and at New Troy

dows and insulated panels and 
that window areas should be 
reduced to cut operational costs. 


All roofs should be replaced 
and reflashed and additional in­ 
sulation added to meet energy 
conservation codes. New gutters 
and downspouts are needed at 
both buildings and existing door 
entrances need revising and 
deteriorating concrete and stone 
door sills need replacing. 


Dead-end corridors and exist­ 
ing 
stairwells 
should 
be 
eliminated in both buildings to 
meet fire safety codes. Door 
frames and hardware in both 
buildings should be replaced for 
fire safety. 


Existing toilet facilties in both 
buildings do not meet health, 
physically

building standards and should 


be relocated. 


Acoustical

are

Crosby Golf Tourney 
Hm Come A Long Way

NEW YORK (AP) - The Bing Crosby Na­ 
tional Pro-Am, golf’s sauciest kettle of tour­ 
nament pros, Hollywood celebrities and in­ 
dustrial tycoons, celebrates its 40th birthday 
this weekend with its most prominent ama­ 
teur ever — Gerald R. Ford. 
The President of the United States will turn 
over the reins of government to a Georgia 
peanut farmer at inauguration ceremonies 
Thursday and catch the next flight out for a 
golf date with Crosby at Pebble EJeach, Calif. 
He becomes the first chief executive to play 
in a pro golf tournament. 
“The Crosby has come a long way in 40 
years,” Fred Corcoran, a golf Hall of Famer, 
reminisced today in his 40th floor suite atop a 
Rockefeller Plaza skyscraper. “ I’ll never 
forget how it started.” 
Corcoran was running the Los Angeles 
Open at Griffith Park in 1937 as the newly- 
named tournament manager of the PGA 
when he was approached by a slender figure 
in a sky cap, turtle neck sweater and blUe 
blazer. 


“ Excuse me," the man said tentatively. 
“You must be Fred Corcoran, the new PGA 
supervisor. My name is Bing Crosby. I am 
going to have a little tournament of my own 
at Rancho Santa Fe next week and I need 
your help.” 


“Certainly,” said Corcoran. 
Crosby explained that he wanted to invite 
his friend, Lawson Little, who had turned 
professional after winning both the U.S. and 
British Amateur titles consecutively in 1934 
and 1935, but that the PGA had insisted Little 
must first serve a five-year pro appren­ 
ticeship. 


“Leave it to me — I will fix that,” Corcoran 
promised. And he did. 
Scheduled as a two-day event with 82 in­ 
vited amateurs and as many pros, the tour­ 
nament got off to an inauspicious start. A 
heavy rainstorm moved in Saturday and 
made play impossible. 
A few pros left for the next tournament site 
in Houston. Most, enjoying the social at­ 
mosphere, chose to remain. They were 
names' destined to decorate golf record books 
— Denny Shute, Lloyd Mangrum, Johnny 
Révolta, Harry Cooper, Craig Wood and Sam 
Snead, among others. 
^ 
“Everyone was having a ball,” Corcoran 
said. “The place was crawlimg with movie 
stars. You’d look up and there would be 
Richard Arlen and Virginia Grey. You 
rubbed elbows with people like Humphrey 
Bogart, Bill Frawley and Rita Hayworth. 
Crosby would sing. At night, everybody 
would flock to a night club called the i t 
Cafe.’ It was run by Clara Bow.” 
Sunday dawned clear but the players teed 
off in cold, windy weather. Crosby askey 
Corcoran to play in the pro-am as his partner 
but Corcoran asked to be excused because he 
had no clubs. “We will get you some clubs,” 
Crosby said. He asked each of the profe to fork 
over a club. Corcoran’s bag wound up with 
eight wedges. 
The tournament winner'was a raw-boned 
rookie out of Virginia named Sam Snead, who 
had won his first pro tournament at Oakland 
the week before. The Los Angeles Times 
spelled his name “Sneed.” 
Despite miserable weather, Snead won 
both the pro-am and the one day tournament 
with a 68, collecting a grand total of $762.50. 
The winner of the 40th event Sunday will get 
$30,000.

But, said W1IA IYt*sident Hill 
MacFarland, “We have to de­ 
termine what’s b<*st for the 
WHA and make a decision

The status of the team will 
have a b<‘uring on the con­ 
troversial attempted sale of 
seven players by Minnesota to 
the Edmonton Oilers. l.^*vas- 
seur, defenscman Bill Butters, 
forwards Dave Kt'on, John 
McKi'nzit*, Mike Antonovich and 
Jack and Steve Carlson, were 
sent to tklmonton in a late deal 
to try and raise rnon(“y. 


But Ki*on and McK»*nzie had 
no-.sale 
contracts which may 
ha\e b<H*n bn*ached, appan>ntly 
making them fre<* agents 1’he 
Carlson bmthers — and, possi­ 
bly Butters — reportedly are 
headed for the New England 
Whalers. And the Birmingham 
Bulls claim that Levasseur is 
their property. 


That leaves only Antonovich, 
w-ho may end up with the Oilers. 
It all was to be ironed out when 
the Trustees met prior to the 
WHA’s fifth All-Star (iame.

"Ice on Lake Michigan ranged out to III miles," notes Neder- 


vekt. who believes the ducks were on the Wisconsin side of the lake 
where there might have been more open water over UK 40 tv 50-

There were also only about WO blacks and mallards at Kellogg, 


compared to a normal winter population of 800 to 1,000. Again, 
Nederveld says the ducks moved out because of lack of open water

water input, has more ducks than ever, Including gadwalls and 
widgeons which normally move south for the winter. 


Duck numbers are also holding steady at the Allegan State

Trails Groomed 
For Snow Runs 


By JOHN VANDEN H E E D E 


Effects of Michigan's frigid winter showed up in the Department 
of Natural Resources’ annual January duck count 
Ice reduced count figufes significantly on Lake Michigan and 
the Kellogg Sanctuary, according to district DNR wildlife habitat 
biologist Tom Nederveld. 
Up to 10.000 old squaw are usually tallied on Lake Michigan in a 
count covering the shoreline from Manistee down to New Buffalo, 
but this year’s survey turned up only about 1,000. 
"Ice on Lake Michigan ranged out to 10 miles,” notes Neder­ 
veld, who believes the due ks were on the Wisconsin side of the lake 
where there might have been more open water over the 40 to 50- 
f(x»t depths at which old squaw like to feed. 
There were also only about 300 blacks and mallards at Kellogg, 
compared to a normal winter population of 800 to 1,000. Again, 
Nederveld says the ducks moved out t>ecause of lack of open water. 
Meanwhile, the Upjohn pond at Kalamazoo, which gets a warm 
water input, has more ducks than ever, including gad walls and 
widgeons which normally move south for the winter. 
Duck numbers are also holding steady at the Allegan State 
Game Area, where the 12,000 tally — mostly blacks and mallards 
— is alxiut the same as the last three or four years. The game area 
has adequate Iik k I, and ditches in muck fields are partially free of 
ice.

Supt. Guy l.eversee told board 
members the new budget calls 
for a 17.5 per cent inc rease for 
operating the plant and an IK 
per cent, increase in fixed 
charges, such as insurance 
rate's.

operations was set at $09,320 
and fixed charges were $90,850. 


Other major expenditures 
were $331,353 for elementary 
education, $470,791 for secon­ 
dary education, $02,000 for ad­ 
ministration. $93,825 for trans- 
poration, and $40,370 for main­ 
tenance of plant. 


On the income side of the 
ledger, the budget is balanced 
with estimated income set at

FENNVILLE - The Fenn­ 
ville school board last night 
approved purchase of an FM 
radio system that will provide 
contact between the school and 
the district’s 20 buses.

Teachers’ unions are seeking 
too much control over their 
school systems. Dr. James 
Redmond, former superinten­ 
dent of the Chicago public 
schools told members of the 
Rotary club of St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor Monday. 
He observed the changing 
union patterns as ' relatively 
new, saying; 
“ It was not until 1965 that 
teacher groups were more than 
a tea party. Then, contract 
negotiations began with the for­ 
mat used in industrial-labor 
I c-ollective 
bargaining. 
The 
teachers’ unions today want just 
more than money. Teachers’ 
unions want in my opinion too 
great a control of the school 
system.” 
Redmond now now lives per­ 
manently at 116 Higman Park 
road, E^ton township. He was 
superintendent at Chicago from 
1966 until retiring in September, 
1975. Redmond also has been 
superintendent of schools at 
New Orleans. He began his 
education career by teaching 
seventh grade at Kansas City, 
Mo. 
Addressing Rotarians at the 
St. Joseph Elks lodge, Redmond 
said; 
“ I could teach all those 
sevénth graders how to read^” 
RtKlmond told the Rotarians. He 
reminded 
that 
those 
who 
couldn’t or wouldn’t learn had 
dropped from school before 
grade seven. 
Redmond 
commented 
on 
enrollment trends, forced up­ 
ward by state laws. Only 10 per 
cent of the nation’s youths 
graduated from high school 
around the turn of the century. 
Many left to work on farms. 
Since World War II, the figure 
has headed toward 90 percent. 
The move was not seen by 
Redmond as entirely altruistic, 
since he viewed it an effort to 
help keep youths out of jobs held 
by adult heads of families. 
Redmond 
commented 
on 
some of the problems that have 
grown with improved enroll­ 
ments; 
“Sc'hool systems have become 
a focal point for an attempt to 
solve 
all 
social 
problems. 
S(Kiety has given schools a new 
mission that sch(Mils can’t solve. 
Teacher training institutions 
are not 
prepared 
for this 
challenge.” 
Asked by a Rotarian about 
ways to keep discipline in 
classrooms, Redmond said he 
doesn’t oppose corporal punish­ 
ment. Redmond said judges al­ 
so should “stop coddling” of­ 
fenders, and restoration of dis- 
, cipline should become a project 
of entire communities. He said 
teachers should accept more 
responsibility. 
And, on the Chicago school 
system, Redmond listed some 
sizeable 
statistics: 
600,000 
students, 50,000 employes; 600 
operating units, 30 employe 
unions; and an annual budget of 
$1.2 billion. 
Redmond said 73 per cent of 
the student body is non-white. 
The annual budget 
income 
includes 35 per cent from the 
state; 10 per cent from the 
federal government; and 55 per

lawyers can now put in ads 
include; 
—Age and date the lawyer 
was admitted to practice in 
Michigan and other states. 
—Office hours. 
—Fluency in foreign lan­ 
guages. 
—Areas of Jhe law the attor­ 
ney specializes in. This will 
require an amendment to the 
Code of Professional Respon­ 
sibility defining specific areas. 
The State Bar said it will con­ 
sider the matter at an April 
meeting. 
—Fee for initial conference. 
The Yellow Pages now do not 
carry prices, but the State Bar 
is discussing the issue with 
Michigan Bell, officials said.
